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911 needs funding change to stay self-sufficient 


Demand for dispatch on the 
rise as income dwindles

W hen Jean Combs 
started as a 911 
dispatcher 19 
years ago, she worked with a 
single panel in front of her 
and kept all records on 
paper. 

"I was trained on paper 
and I still use paper," Combs 
said. 

But paper is now just a 
backup, an unassuming side- 
kick to the bright battery of 
computer screens that sur¬ 


round Combs and hold her 
attention while she works at 
Bluegrass 911, the call cen¬ 
ter that serves Lincoln and 
Garrard counties. 

Four screens sit at Combs' 
L-shaped dispatcher station, 
while four more line the wall 
above her and four more sit 
in front of her co-worker and 
fellow Waynesburg resident, 
Vicki Dowell. 

Similar clusters line the 
other walls of the main call 
center office inside the Billy 
C. Moss Municipal Center in 
Lancaster. 


Friday afternoon it was 
pretty quiet by Bluegrass 
911 standards — there were 
only seven active events 
showing on the main map of 
Lincoln and Garrard. 

Combs said upgrades in 
911 technology over the 
years mean she's now able to 
get all kinds of vital informa¬ 
tion instantly and share it 
with emergency responders 
in the field. 

Previously, she would 
have to call other official 
organizations and wait for 
them to look something up 
for her before she could

Humana 
may drop 
McDowell 

Fort Logan would 
still be in-network

One of the state’s largest 
health insurers has told cus¬ 
tomers it will no longer pay 
for health care at Ephraim 
McDowell Regional 
Medical Center beginning 
next month, pending nego¬ 
tiations that now stand at an 
impasse. 

Humana started sending 
out letters last week 
informing customers that 
McDowell will be cut from 
its network of providers 
Aug. 1. Humana insures 
state employees, which 
includes both working and 
many retired teachers. 

In one of the letters from 
Humana obtained by 
Schurz Inc., customers are 
told benefits will not 
change. The letter lists 
other hospitals still in the 
network, which include 
Fort Logan Hospital in 
Stanford, James B. Haggin 
Memorial Hospital in 
Harrodsburg, St. Joseph 
Jessamine and the 
Lexington facilities Central 
Baptist Hospital, St. Joseph 
Hospital and University of 
Kentucky Chandler

Fort Logan High 
lands $135K to 
improve students’ 
employability

STANFORD — Up to 
40 Fort Logan High 
School students will have 
new chances to boost their 
employability and job 
experience, thanks to a 
$135,000 grant from the 
Bluegrass Workforce 
Investment Board. 

Fort Logan Principal 
Scott Montgomery said the 
grant he applied for, which 
was awarded June 20, is 
aimed at helping low- 
income students improve 
their numeracy, literacy 
and job skills. 

"The money is not ear¬ 
marked as much as a lot of 
grants are, so they do give 
you some leeway there so 
you can help it to fit your 
program," Montgomery 
said. 

The grant provides fund¬ 
ing for up to 40 students 
who meet income eligibili¬ 
ty requirements and are 
between the ages of 16 and 
18. 

Montgomery said the 
grant pays for up to 20 of 
those students to get work 
experience. 

Local employers can 
hire the students and the

KINGS MOUNTAIN — A 
Lincoln County woman died 
Tuesday after wrecking into a 
concrete culvert along Ky. 
501 in the Kings Mountain 
community. 

Sheriff Curt Folger said 


Bertha Vanhook, 86, was 
traveling down Ky. 501 
Tuesday morning in her 1991 
Buick when she left the right 
side of the road, traveling 
down a ditch before striking 
the culvert. 

"Right now it's looking like 
there was a medical condition 
that caused her to leave the 


highway," Folger said. 
"There was no skid marks. 
She traveled approximately 
300 feet down a ditch line 
and there was no indications 
that she tried to brake."

Under First Amendment, religious 
freedom favors none, protects all 


Louisiana State Rep. 
Valarie Hodges used to be 
a big fan of school vouch¬ 
ers. “I liked the idea,” she 
explained, “of giving par¬ 
ents the option of sending 
their children to a public 
school or a Christian 
school.” 

Then last month Hodges 
got a First Amendment 
reality check when she dis¬ 
covered that Christian 
schools wouldn’t be the 
only religious schools get¬ 
ting tax dollars. 
“Unfortunately, it [vouch¬ 
ers] will not be limited to 
the Founders’ religion,” 
she said. “We need to 
ensure that it does not 
open the door to fund radi¬ 
cal Islam schools. There 
are a thousand Muslim 
schools that have sprung 
up recently. I do not sup¬ 
port using public funds for 
teaching Islam anywhere 
here in Louisiana.” 

Although Gov. Bobby 
Jindal’s voucher plan 
passed last month without 
her support, Hodges vowed 
to keep looking for alter¬ 
native ways to “support

funding for teaching the 
fundamentals of America’s 
Founding Fathers’ religion, 
which is Christianity, in 
public schools or private 
schools.” 

Beyond the fact that 
some of the Founders were 
not Christian, Rep. Hodges 
appears confused — to put 
it mildly — about the 
implications of the First 
Amendment’s guarantee of 
religious freedom for all, 
including American 
Muslims. 

She is not alone. 

Last week, state Sen. 
Kevin Grantham of 
Colorado worried out loud 
about the proliferation of 
mosques in America. Fresh 
from hearing an anti¬ 
mosque speech by Dutch 
parliamentarian Geert 
Wilders (outspoken oppo¬ 
nent of all things Islamic), 


Grantham said that 
“mosques are not churches 
like we would think of 
churches.” 

In an apparent attempt 
to remove mosques from 
the First Amendment pro¬ 
tection afforded Christian 
churches, Grantham 
claimed that Muslims 
“think of mosques as a 
foothold into a society, as 
a foothold into a communi¬ 
ty, more in the cultural and 
in the nationalistic sense. 
Our churches - we don’t 
feel that way, they’re 
places of worship, and 
mosques are simply not 
that.” 

Beyond the fact that 
mosques are indeed places 
of worship, Sen. Grantham 
also appears confused 
about the meaning of reli¬ 
gious freedom in America. 

Hodges and Grantham 
speak for those Americans 
of the majority faith who 
are anxious about the 
changing religious land¬ 
scape of America - and 
what it means for the 
nation’s future. It’s the 
same anxiety that fuels 


campaigns to post the Ten 
Commandments on school- 
house walls or to pray the 
Lord’s Prayer at city coun¬ 
cil meetings. What Hodges 
calls “the Founders’ reli¬ 
gion” is still viewed by 
many Christians as 
America’s official faith. 

Attempts to favor one 
faith — historically 
Protestant Christianity — 
over others in the public 
square are doomed to fail 
in the new religious 
America of the 21 st centu¬ 
ry. But that won’t stop 
many in the majority from 
trying. 

From the 17th century 
Puritan determination to 
enforce religious conform¬ 
ity in Massachusetts Bay 
Colony to the 19th century 
campaign to prevent the 
spread of Roman 
Catholicism, those in the 
majority have often feared, 
opposed and sometimes 
persecuted the “strangers 
in the midst of the saints,” 
as the Puritans might put 
it. 

Now, once again, 
changing demographics 


are pushing Americans, 
sometimes kicking and 
screaming, toward full 
religious freedom. Lest we 
forget, the emergence of 
dissenting religious groups 
such as Baptists and 
Presbyterians in the 
Colonial period eventually 
provided the ground troops 
that won the battle for dis¬ 
establishment of the 
Anglican Church in 
Virginia in 1786. And 
waves of immigration in 
the 19th and early 20th 
centuries gave power in 
numbers to Roman 
Catholics, Jews and others 
seeking an equal place at 
the American table. 

Today, the last vestiges 
of Protestant domination 
are disappearing as 
America moves rapidly 
toward a minority-majority 
country in both religion 
and race. Demographers 
tell us that soon the num¬ 
ber of Americans identify¬ 
ing as “Protestant” (51% 
in 2004) will fall below 
50% of the population for 
the first time in our histo¬ 
ry. 


This is bad news for 
those who cling to their 
version of a “Christian 
America” where one faith 
(theirs) receives school 
vouchers, zoning permits 
and other benefits and pro¬ 
tections, while other faiths 
are barely tolerated to be 
here. 

But it’s great news for 
religious freedom. 

James Madison hit the 
mark when he argued that 
“freedom arises from the 
multiplicity of sects, 
which pervades America 
and which is the best and 
only security for religious 
liberty in any society. For 
where there is such a vari¬ 
ety of sects, there cannot 
be a majority of any one 
sect to oppress and perse¬ 
cute the rest.”

An encouraging word 

A directive 
for daily life

At the beginning of 
adulthood, my friend, I 
was told, became a busi¬ 
nessman in the small 
community in which he 
lived. He became a part 
of a growing business his 
father had established, 
and after his father’s 
death, he operated that 
successful business for 
many years. Years later 
when I got to know him, 
time had made that busi¬ 
ness outdated, and he had 
closed it, but he had 
developed another suc¬ 
cessful business and was 
still operating it. For 
over fifty years, he had 
been a leader in the busi¬ 
ness community of that 
small town and had 
exerted a lot of influence 
on its development and 
the changes that had been 
thrust upon it. Too, 
throughout his adult life, 
he had been a devoted 
member of a church in 
the community, and when 
I got to know him, he 
was the popular teacher 
of an adult Sunday 
school class in that 
church. Immediately, 
after I met him, he 
became a true and trusted 
friend, and he remained 
my friend as long as he 


lived. 

Tall and erect and dis¬ 
playing a pleasant dispo¬ 
sition, my friend could 
be seen almost every day 
on the streets of the little 
town in which he lived, 
for he walked to the post 
office or the bank, or 
wherever he needed to 
go. Whenever he met a 
lady, he always courte¬ 
ously tipped his hat, and 
with a kind and soft-spo¬ 
ken voice, he graciously 
greeted everyone he met. 
In the truest sense of the 
word, he was a gentle¬ 
man. Because of the way 
he conducted himself and 
the way he dealt with 
people every day, he was 
respected and admired by 
everyone in that commu¬ 
nity. 

When I think of my 
friend and the genteel

grant will pay the students’ 
wages at a rate of $7.50 per 
hour for up to 20 hours a 
week and for a maximum of 
five weeks. 

"It’s a win-win situation to 
me," Montgomery said. 
"Kids are gaining valuable 
experience and employers 
can also receive some benefit 
from that as well." 

Montgomery said he’s 
meeting with local jobs lead¬ 
ers like members of the 
industrial board and the 
chamber of commerce in 
order to set up partnerships 
to provide jobs for the eligi¬ 
ble students. 

Beyond paying students’ 
work wages, Montgomery 
said he plans to invest in 
technology and curriculum, 
including a career-develop¬ 
ment program, that will help 
Fort Logan students find jobs 
or move on to college after 
they graduate.

“We have attempted to 
negotiate a fair and market- 
competitive contract with 
Ephraim McDowell Regional 
Medical Center, and we are 
committed and hopeful that 
we can come to acceptable 
terms prior to Aug. 1.” 

Crystal Staley with the 
Kentucky Personnel Cabinet 
said the cabinet’s Department 
of Employee Insurance con¬ 
tracts with Humana to pro¬ 
vide a network of medical 
providers and process claims 
for the Kentucky Employee 
Health Plan. 

However, Staley said the

Logan is one of ten organiza¬ 
tions to receive grants from 
the Workforce Investment 
Board this year and one of 
only two public schools to 
ever receive this type of 
funding, the other being a 
high school in Estill County. 

Montgomery is seeking 
out advice from a leader at 
the other public school, 
which has been involved 
with the grant program for 
about 12 years, in order to 
get her perspective on the 
best ways to use the grant 
funding. 

"I’m going to be using her 
as a resource," he said. "I 
don’t want to reinvent the 
wheel and I don’t want to 
think I’ve got a great idea that 
she’s already tried." 


The grant can be renewed 
for up to three years after the 
initial year if Fort Logan stu¬ 
dents who use the program 
are successful enough in 
finding jobs or going to col¬ 
lege. 

"If we can reach our goals, 
which we’ll be working hard 
to do, it could bring well over 
half a million dollars into the 
county," Montgomery said. 

In order to qualify for 
renewal, 60 percent of stu¬ 
dents must graduate and 65 
percent much find employ¬ 
ment or begin post-second- 
ary education. 

Montgomery said Fort 
Logan currently has an 87- 
percent success rate for its 
students going to college or a 
technical school, finding a 


job or serving in the military, 
so the school is already in a 
good position to meet the 
requirements for grant 
renewal. 

Montgomery said he’s 
excited about the potential to 
increase his students’ 
employment chances, espe¬ 
cially in such a bad economy. 

"Anything we can do to 
get kids more employable 
this day and time I think is a 
must. It’s just tough out there 
right now for a young person 
trying to get started," he said. 
"Even if you’ve got a college 
education, it’s hard out there 
right now. So if we can pro¬ 
vide them with some skills 
that the workforce is need¬ 
ing, then we’re just all that 
much better off." 


Man allegedly leads 
police on chase from 
Danville to Stanford

STANFORD— A 19- 
year-old Danville man 
was charged with multiple 
felony and misdemeanor 
crimes after leading Boyle 
County Deputy 
Sheriffs on a high¬ 
speed chase in the 
early morning 
hours of July 12, 
police said. 

Aaron A. Oiler, 

19, of McKinney 
Avenue in 

Danville, allegedly was 
recklessly driving his 
motorcycle at 3 a.m. near 
the Hampton Inn on the 
U.S. 150 bypass, police 
said. 

Two Boyle County 


deputies tried to pull him 
over, but he allegedly fled 
at a high rate of speed 
while driving toward the 
deputies. 

Oiler was apprehended 
in Stanford with the help 
of Stanford police officers 
and a Lincoln 
County deputy. 
Officials transported 
him to Boyle County 
Detention Center. 

Oiler is charged 
with first-degree 
fleeing or evading 
police, first-degree 
wanton endangerment, 
speeding 120 miles per 
hour in a 55 zone, careless 
driving, driving with a 
suspended license and 
several other traffic 
offenses. 



Oiler 
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department doesn’t partici¬ 
pate in contracting with or 
credentialing of the medical 
network and referred ques¬ 
tions about how the negotia¬ 
tions could impact state work¬ 
ers to Hill. 

If the two sides do not 
reach an agreement, Darnell 
said the changes would only 
impact services provided by 
the Danville hospital and its 
ambulatory surgery center.

Those with Humana insur¬ 
ance could not receive treat¬ 
ment at the hospital, and 
Darnell said the out-of-net- 
work costs would be drasti¬ 
cally higher. 

Paul Smiley, president of 
the Boyle County Retired 
Teachers Association, said he 
has fielded numerous calls 
from a constituency that 
includes nearly 400 members. 
Most of the communication 
has been from those worried 
about having to leave the 
county to get care. 

Smiley has been in frequent 
contact with the Kentucky 
Retired Teachers Association 
and has been assured the 
changes Aug. 1 will not 
include retired teachers over 
65 who are part of the 
Kentucky Teacher Retirement 
System’s Medicare Eligible 
Health Plan. However, 
retirees under 65 and all those 
currently employed in local 
school systems would have to 
go elsewhere. 

“We aren’t state employees, 
we’re retired folks,” said 
Smiley, who spent nearly 30 
years as an educator and 
director of athletics at 
Kentucky School for the 
Deaf. “If this comes to pass, it 
wouldn’t just affect us, 
though, it would affect a lot of 
private individuals and pri¬ 
vate businesses.” 

Smiley remains hopeful 
Humana and the hospital will 
be able to continue their rela¬ 
tionship. 

Darnell said the hospital 
provided about $36 million in 


health care that was never paid 
for over the last two years and 
is being asked to provide even 
more for significantly less 
from both private insurance 
and programs such as 
Medicare. She believes 
Humana is also failing to rec¬ 
ognize the already large 
amount of uncompensated 
care, as well as the importance 
of the human factors involved. 

“We are not a big city, and 
people have long-standing 
relationships with their physi¬ 
cians,” Darnell said. “The 
power and the strength of 
those relationships is huge for 
the patients as well as the 
physicians. I really feel 
Humana is discounting that.” 

Although she said the hos¬ 
pital is in a strong financial sit¬ 
uation, Darnell acknowledged 
losing the business from 
Humana customers would be 
a significant financial blow. 

According to Bill Snapp, 
McDowell’s chief financial 
officer, there are about 9,200 
Humana customers in the area 
who have access to the hospi¬ 
tal. Humana accounts for 
about 10.5 percent of the hos¬ 
pital’s revenue. Snapp said 
some changes to the contract 
with Humana likely are war¬ 
ranted to bring the agreement 
in line with the current mar¬ 
ket, but decreasing payments 
in the amount Humana wants 
is too much too fast. He 
declined to divulge the exact 
level Humana currently reim¬ 
burses for care but said each 
percentage-point decrease 
represents about $180,000 in 
lost revenue. “We recognize 
we will have to come down 
some to meet them, but to 
expect us to go to 23 percent 
in one or two years would hurt 
the hospital and have a ripple 
effect in the entire communi¬ 
ty,” Snapp said, noting 
McDowell Health’s $86 mil¬ 
lion in cost for more than 
1,500 employees. 

While Snapp said the two 
sides have gotten closer to a 
17 percent reduction during 
their ongoing negotiations, 
that amount still would repre¬ 
sent more than a $3 million 
annual loss.

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radio it back to responders. 
Now she uses one of the 
many databases sitting ready 
at her fingertips and the info 
pops up. 

Combs said she has no 
doubt new 911 technology 
makes Lincoln and Garrard 
counties safer. 

But that technology is not 
cheap — as Bluegrass 911 ? s 
current computer systems 
approach the end of their 
lifespans, board members 
are considering the center’s 
next technology upgrade, 
expected to cost at least 
$300,000. 

Bluegrass 911 Director 
Russ Clark said the demand 
for better and better 911 
service is on the rise and he 
doesn’t expect that demand 
to slow down any time soon. 

No one wants to hear that 
there was technology avail¬ 
able that could have saved 
their loved one’s life, but the 
911 center couldn’t afford it, 
he said. 

”1 think it’s going to be a 
continuing battle because 
technology and equipment 
(have) to be replaced and 
people (want) more service,” 
he said. ’’There’s more going 
on; there’s more travel. More 
is happening." 

It is this demand for 911 
service combined with an 
ongoing decline in the num¬ 
ber of people who pay for 
landline telephones that led 
officials in Lincoln and 
Garrard counties to begin 
pursuing a change in how 
Bluegrass 911 is funded. 

Pending final approval 


from Lincoln County Fiscal 
Court, the counties are set to 
do away with a $3 monthly 
fee currently charged to all 
landline telephones and 
implement a new $2.50 
monthly fee on all water 
meters, which will become 
Bluegrass 911’s new main 
source of income. 

It’s a change necessitated 
by the continually shrinking 
market for landline tele¬ 
phones, Clark said. 

Reversing the trend 

Clark said every year, 
Bluegrass 911 sees a decline 
of about 6 percent in the 
number of landlines — and 
consequently, 911 funding 
from landlines. 

That 6-percent trend has 
been going for about three 


years, he added. 

In June alone, AT&T told 
Bluegrass 911 it lost around 
1,200 landlines — a star¬ 
tling jump from the average 
decline over the past year of 
about 41 AT&T lines per 
month. 

Clark said the loss was so 
unbelievable, he’s called 
AT&T to make sure it wasn’t 
an error, but has yet to hear 
back. 

Across all telephone carri¬ 
ers in Lincoln and Garrard 
counties, landline use 
shrunk by nearly 1,800 lines 
in the past year, including 
the recent 1,200-line AT&T 
loss, Bluegrass 911 records 
show. 

Bluegrass 911 does get 
about 38 cents per month 
from every cell phone in its 
coverage area. The state col¬ 


lects 70 cents per cell phone 
and then divvies that money 
up to 911 call centers, but 
not before percentages are 
taken out for administration 
and the cell phone compa¬ 
nies. 

Clark said cell phone use 
is "pretty much ... at a 
standstill" and Bluegrass 
911 can’t cover landline 
losses with cell phone 
growth anymore. 

The switch from landlines 
to water meters includes a 
reduction of 50 cents in the 
per-unit charge, but because 
there are currently about 
5,000 more water meters 
than landlines in Lincoln 
and Garrard, Bluegrass 911 
will actually see its total 
income rise. 

After taking out the per¬ 
centage of the new charge 


that water associations and 
providers will keep as an 
administrative fee, Clark 
thinks the center will see an 
increase in revenue of about 
$30,000 per year, bringing 
funding back up to where it 
was in 2006. 

"I think it will be enough 
with some other cost-saving 
measures that we’ve got in 
place," he said. "I think that 
it will be adequate funding." 

No pleasant 
alternatives 

Clark said one alternative 
to switching to water 
meters would be to increase 
the per-unit charge on land¬ 
lines. 

But that would unfairly 
burden a minority of the 
population with a majority 
of the costs for 911 service, 
he said. 

Currently, Bluegrass 911 
gets about 70 percent of its 
income from landline tele¬ 
phones, but only about 30 
percent of its approximately 
50,000 annual 911 calls 
come from landlines. 

"Most people who have a 
landline phone are living on 
fixed income," Clark said. 
"They’re elderly or at least 
over the age of 40." 

It’s also been suggested 
during 911 funding discus¬ 
sions that without a change 
to water meters, Lincoln 
and Garrard counties may 
have to start putting money 
into Bluegrass 911 directly 
from their general funds. 

Clark said prior to the 
formation of Bluegrass 911, 
911 service was costing 


Lincoln County about 
$150,000 per year out of its 
general fund, on top of 
income from landlines and 
cell phones. 

Garrard County and 
Lancaster were each paying 
about $48,000 per year to 
cover their 911 costs, he 
said. 

The creation of Bluegrass 
911 in 2007 allowed the 
two counties to consolidate 
their 911 services into a sin¬ 
gle call center funded solely 
by income from landlines 
and cell phones. 

Since then, neither coun¬ 
ty has had to pay anything 
out of their general funds, 
Clark said. 

That means Bluegrass 
911 has possibly saved the 
counties as much as $1.2 
million in 911 expenses 
over its lifetime. 

Back in front of the myri¬ 
ad computer screens on 
Friday, Dowell filled out a 
call report and juggled the 
four computer mice on her 
desk while Combs handled 
an apparent prank call com¬ 
ing from a child. 

"If you don’t know how 
to multitask, then this job’s 
not for you," Combs said. 

Combs said talking to 
children on their level is 
important because they’re 
often scared or intimidated 
to be talking to 911. 

That’s one reason she vol¬ 
unteers to visit area schools 
and educate kids about 
what she does as a 911 dis¬ 
patcher. 

"As a 911 system, we try 
to take care of the people as 
well as the community," she 
said.

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Stanford man charged in home 
invasion wants to change plea

DANVILLE — Last month, 
Stanford resident Michael W. 
Durham avoided trial when he 
entered a guilty plea in the 
2010 home invasion robbery of 
a Junction City couple in 
exchange for a recommended 
sentence of 11 years in 
prison. 

On July 10, when Boyle 
Circuit Judge Darren Peckler 
was set to formally sentence 
him to those 11 years, 
Durham changed his mind 
again. He told Peckler he 
wanted to fire his lawyer, 
withdraw his guilty plea and 
take the case to trial acting as 
his own attorney. 

Peckler said he will hold 
two hearings on July 19, one 
to determine if Durham can 
legally withdraw his guilty 
plea and the other to decide 
if he can act as his own attor¬ 
ney if the case goes forward. 

Durham, 26, is charged 
with two counts of first- 
degree robbery and one 
count of first-degree burgla¬ 
ry for allegedly breaking into 
the home of Warren and 
Mary Bigger. Warren Bigger 
was pistol whipped, and 
Mary Bigger was threatened 
with a gun during the rob¬ 
bery, where old coins, jewel¬ 
ry, cash and a laptop com¬ 
puter were taken. 

Durham’s cousin, Shawn 
Durham, pleaded guilty to 


the same charges in March 
and received an 11-year 
prison sentence. Michael 
Durham was offered the 
same deal at the time but 
turned it down, and a trial 
was set for June 19. In April, 
Michael Durham was indict¬ 
ed on three counts of being a 
persistent felonly offender, 
upping the prison time he 
could receive if he was 
found guilty at trial. 

Michael Durham recon¬ 
sidered before the trial began 
and pleaded guilty in 
exchange for the 11-year 
sentence, only to change his 
mind again on Tuesday. 

“I made it clear to him that 


I strongly advise him not to 
do what he is asking the 
court to do,” Bill Noelker, 
Durham’s former attorney, 
said after Tuesday’s hearing. 

If Durham is convicted of 
the robbery and burglary 
charges, along with being a 
persistent felony offender, he 
faces a prison sentence 
between 20 and 40 years. 
Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Lynne Coleman 
suggested Durham should 
have stuck with the deal he 
had instead of asking to rep¬ 
resent himself at trial. 

“It would be a huge mis¬ 
take for him to do so,” 
Coleman said afterward.

Man accused of shooting 
two men at close range

The man accused of murdering 
Waynesburg resident Mark Snyder was 
arraigned July 10 in Boyle Circuit Court. 

Thomas Hager Jr. was assigned two pub¬ 
lic defenders and pleaded not guilty to two 
counts of murder in the May shooting 
deaths of two men, including Snyder, inside 
a Danville home. 

Judge Darren Peckler ordered Hager to 
continue to be held without bond and sched¬ 
uled a status hearing in the case for Aug. 7. 

Assigned to defend Hager in what could 
be a death-penalty case were Aaron Currin 
with the Capital Trials Branch of the 
Lexington Public Defender’s Office and 
Ernie Lewis, former executive director of 
the state Department of Public Advocacy. 

Last month, a Boyle County grand jury 
indicted Hager on two counts of murder, 
first-degree assault and tampering with evi¬ 
dence in connection with the May 21 shoot¬ 
ings that left Snyder, 21, and Ted Sparks, 
54, of Danville, dead, and Phillip White, 37, 
of Lancaster, seriously injured. 

The four men came together at Sparks’

home at 477 High St. Sparks and Snyder 
were shot at close range, and White was hit 
as he was trying to flee the scene. Police 
have called the shootings drug related but 
provided few other details. 

As with previous court appearances, 
Hager was wearing a bullet-proof vest 
Tuesday for his arraignment, rare protection 
for an inmate. Boyle Deputy Sheriff Dustin 
Clem said the vest was “just a precautionary 
measure,” declining to say if Hager had 
received any threats.

Gander gets first 5K win, Ellsworth collects her second in ninth annual Stanford race

A field of 45 runners and 
walkers braved the heat 
Saturday morning, crowding 
onto Stanford’s Main Street 
bright and early as they pre¬ 
pared for the 8 a.m. starters’ 
horn on the ninth annual 5K 
Run for Independence. 

A small crowd also turned 
out to support the runners 
and walkers, cheering and 
applauding each one as they 
neared the finish line. 

The first to hear the quiet 
roar of the small crowd was 
Chase Gander, 29, of 
Hustonville, who was run¬ 
ning in his first Run for 
Independence — and only 
his fourth 5K. 

“I’ve been running about 
three weeks,” Gander said. 
“A bunch of the guys I was 
working out with, they were 
running on weekends, 5Ks. 
So I just started running with 
them some in the week and 
practicing, and they talked 
me into running some 5Ks. 
I’ve enjoyed it since.” 

Gander, who completed 
the 5K course in a time of 
21:31, said the Stanford 
course was challenging. 

“The hills. It’s half hills at 
least,” he said. 

The race started in front of 
Willy’s Overland Garage on 
Main Street and was a con¬ 
stant uphill run along 
Danville Avenue and into 


Oakwood Estates. The 
course did take a downturn 
in Oakwood but another 
steep grade followed. As 
runners came out of 
Oakwood, they got another 
downhill onto Herndon 
Avenue. There were a couple 
more slight grades before 
they turned onto Lancaster 
Street, and then it was down¬ 
hill and flat over the remain¬ 
der of the course. 

“This course is probably 
the hardest I’ve run,” said 
Gander. “Harrodsburg was 
pretty hard, Millennium 
(Park) was easy and there 
was one more, but this one 
was the hardest out of the 
four I’ve run. It seemed like 
you were always running 
up.” 

It didn’t help that Gander 
wasn’t feeling well before 
the race. 

“I didn’t really feel too 
good because we’d worked a 
bunch of storm work at 
Inter-County,” he said. “I 
worked all night Thursday 
night. I’ve slept since Friday 
morning at 11 when they let 
me go home. I just woke up 
to come here so I didn’t feel 
too good. Once I started to 
run I started to feel better.”

Grigson, 26, also of 
Stanford, finished right 
behind Gander, with Poynter 
just eight seconds back in 
second place with a time of 
21:39 and Grigson running 
third in 22:29. 

Gander wasn’t at all sur¬ 
prised at who followed him 
across at the finish. 

“David Grigson was run¬ 
ning well. I ran behind him 
probably two miles, but I 
think the hill got to him at 
Calvin Denham’s house 
(Oakwood Estates) and I 
passed him,” he said. “And 
Justin hit nitrous about two 
miles in and he passed a 
bunch of runners.” 

Gander waited at the fin¬ 
ish as the rest of the 5K run¬ 
ners and walkers completed 
the race, waiting to cheer in 
his wife Brooke Gander, 
who walked the course push¬ 
ing their four-month-old son 
Gabriel in a stroller, and 
mother-in-law Shirley 
Howard. The two brought up 
the end of the race, finishing 
together in 45:49. 

Both of the top trophies in 
the 5K run went to local run¬ 
ners with Jenna Ellsworth, 
25, of Stanford following 
Gander across in sixth place 
to capture first place in the 
women’s division. 

Ellsworth’s time for the run, 
24:22. 

Ellsworth, who won her 
first 5K a few weeks ago in 
Harrodsburg, said Saturday’s 
Run for Independence was a 
hard run. 

“It was a good race, but it 
was really hot. Really, really 
hot. I knew it would be,” 
Ellsworth said. “ I don’t like 
the heat. I’ve slowed down 
running a lot where it’s been 
really warm so I knew it 
would be hard today.” 

But Ellsworth still had 
fun. 

“It’s tough but I really like 
the course,” she said. “It’s 
really hilly but you’re not 
running the same place twice 
as much as some of the other 
courses. There are just no 
breaks.” 

However, while the heat 
and hills loomed, 
Ellsworth’s biggest concern 
entering the Run for 
Independence was not the 
conditions or course but on 
how to pace herself. 

“I usually pace myself 
with my uncle Todd 
(Kirkpatrick) but he is in El 
Salvador on a mission trip so 
I was really worried that I 
wouldn’t have somebody to 
run with, and I would either 
start too fast or too slow,” 
she said. “But it ended up 
being okay. I ran with Kelly 
Deatherage (Grigson) for the 
first half of the race so that 
was a good pacer.” 

“It’s nice to have a pacer. 
It helps a lot, especially 
when you’re going up a hill 
and you want to slow down.” 

There was no room for 
Ellsworth to slow her pace 
during the race, with just 
seven seconds separating her 
from the second-place 
female runner, Lori Catron. 
Catron, 46, crossed in eighth 
place overall in a time of 
24:29. 

Leo McMillen was not the 
fastest competitor in 
Saturday’s race but he did 


hold the honor of being the 
course elder at age 77.

Forage management update 


Conditions have 

improved over the last 10 
days, but most of 
Kentucky remains in 
moderate drought. July 
and August are challeng¬ 
ing months even during a 
good year. Cool season 
grasses, like fescue, 
orchard grass, and blue- 
grass, are largely unpro¬ 
ductive during the sum¬ 
mer. That’s why we 
always encourage you to 
add legumes to your pas¬ 
tures as they keep grow¬ 
ing and producing feed 
for your livestock in the 
summer. 

Even though we are 
getting rain now, we will 
not get enough growth 
over the next six weeks to 
keep up with the needs of 
our livestock. Most farm¬ 
ers are going to be feeding 
something to help get 
through the rest of the 
summer. Many have start¬ 
ed feeding hay, while oth¬ 
ers are scrambling to buy 
hay and several are look¬ 
ing to buy com silage or 
baleage. Be sure to check 
the com for nitrates as 
that can be a problem in 
drought years. 

While the prices paid 
for hay are all over the 
board, we will hear some 
crazy numbers for pur¬ 
chased hay as we go 
through the summer. Let’s 
say that hay is purchased 
for $185 per ton and a 
cow consumes 20 lbs. per 
day. That would be a daily 
cost of $1.86 per day 
ignoring storage and feed¬ 
ing losses. That should get 
your attention! If you are 
going to buy hay, you bet¬ 
ter do so now because the 
price is going to go high¬ 


er. 

Our advice is simple. 
Meet the nutritional needs 
of your cow herd as cheap 
as possible. It doesn’t 
matter if you are feeding 
your own or purchasing 
hay or other feeds, choose 
the option that makes the 
most economic sense. In a 
year like this, hay is just 
another potential feed. 
Don’t buy hay just 
because that is what you 
are used to feeding your 
cows. Compare it with 
other potential concen¬ 
trate and commodity 
feeds and corn silage, 
corn baleage, soybean 
baleage, etc. 

Also, don’t be fooled 
by the cost per hundred¬ 
weight of feeds. What 
really matters is the cost 
per nutrient. That’s why 
we like to put things on a 
cost per day basis. We 
don’t care what soy hulls 
and com gluten cost per 
ton. If we can help meet 
your cows daily nutrition¬ 
al needs cheaper with 
them than with hay, we’ll 
recommend you feed the 
commodities. 

Finally, while scram¬ 
bling to get cows through 
the summer, start thinking 
about fall and winter. If 
weather improves this 
fall, fescue will start 
growing again from mid- 
September through 

November. If there was 
ever a year to make good 
use of this growth, this is 
it! Any fescue that can be 
stockpiled to extend the 
grazing season will save 
money this winter. 

Farmers should also 
think about whether they 
want to make a fall hay 


cutting. Fescue accumu¬ 
lates very well and main¬ 
tains good quality into the 
winter. It might make 
more sense to strip graze 
that hay field this fall, 
rather than bale, store and 
feed it this winter. The 
quality of the grazed for¬ 
age is also likely to be 
better than the hay quality. 

You may also consider 
early weaning to reduce 
the cow’s nutritional 
needs and feeding hay to 
dry cows now. This 
would delay grazing fall 
stockpiled fescue until 
later in the winter. Most 
grass hay will meet the 
needs of a dry cow in 
early to mid-gestation 
while stockpiled fescue 
will hold its quality late 
into the winter. 

If dry cows are fed in a 
drylot or sacrifice pad- 
dock, nearly the whole 
farm can be allowed to 
recover from the drought 
and accumulate growth 
for the winter. That is 
something to consider for 
many of you. 

All of you should at 
least graze your grass hay 
fields up until August 10- 
15. At this time you 
should pull the cattle off 
of those fields and put on 
200 pounds of Ammonia 
Nitrate per acre, if there is 
good moisture. Keep the 
cattle off those fields until 
December and then strip 
graze. You will have good 
feed and really reduce 
your need for hay.

Producers urged to take 
steps from potential losses 


Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer expressed grave 
concerns for Kentucky’s live¬ 
stock producers and corn 
growers and cautioned them 
to take steps to protect them¬ 
selves from potential losses. 
Comer said that drought- 
stricken com silage could con¬ 
tain toxic levels of nitrogen. If 
fed to livestock, this corn 
silage could be fatal. 

“I am not going to sugar- 
coat the severity of this situa¬ 
tion,” said Commissioner 
Comer, who raises beef cattle 
on his farm in Monroe 
County. “I am very concerned 
for all our producers and their 
families.” 

The Kentucky field office 
of the National Agricultural 
Statistics Service reported 
that, as of Sunday, 72 percent 
of Kentucky’s com crop and 
76 percent of the 
Commonwealth’s pastures 
were rated poor or very poor. 
Commissioner Comer said 
some com stalks aren’t pro¬ 
ducing ears, which has led 
many growers, especially 
those in western Kentucky, to 
consider chopping their com 
into silage to salvage some 
value. 

“Feeding silage can help 
livestock producers who need 
to feed their animals because 
their pastures are suffering 
from the dry weather,” 
Commissioner Comer said. 
“But producers should be 
careful about feeding corn 


silage until they have deter¬ 
mined that the nitrogen con¬ 
tent is at an acceptable level.” 

The University of Kentucky 
Agricultural Weather Center 
stated Monday that western 
Kentucky and the bluegrass 
region are in extreme hydro- 
logical drought while central 
and eastern Kentucky are in 
severe drought. Western 
Kentucky would need more 
than 16 inches of rain to end 
the drought, according to UK. 


Because it does not appear 
that this drought will abate 
anytime soon, Commissioner 
Comer urged farmers who 
have federal crop insurance to 
check in with their adjusters 
before making any major 
decisions. 

Commissioner Comer has 
communicated with the gov¬ 
ernor’s office regarding the 
possibility of a declaration of 
emergency in counties 
across the Commonwealth.
